Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 

the  year  I960. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Wortley  Rural  District  Council * 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services  of 
the  Wortley  Rural  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  I960.  The  report 
takes  the  usual  form  of  statistics  with  comment,  and  there  is  no  marked 
difference  in  lay-out  from  the  report  of  last  year.  The  only  particular 
requests  made  by  the  Minister  affecting  the  District  Council  are  that  he  is 
anxious  to  have  some  facts  about  water  supplies,  and  he  also  asks  for  a  report 
in  respect  of  the  administration  of  the  Factories  Act  as  it  applies  to  the 
district.  This  latter  report  is  in  a  prescribed  form  and  is  to  be  included  as 
an  annexe,  and  this  I  have  done.  Once  again  I  am  including  some  information, 
both  statistical  and  comment,  concerning  the  extent  to  which  the  Services  of 
the  Local  Health  Authority  have  been  used  within  the  Wortley  Rural  District.

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  has  increased  a  few  decimal  points  compared 
with  the  figure  for  1959*  and  at  15o9  per  1,000  of  the  population  it  is  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Administrative  Gounty  of  the  West 
Riding.  After  application  of  the  comparability  factor  the  corrected  Birth 
Rate  of  16 .1  is  still  lower  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country.  The  Crude 
Death  Rate  has  increased  slightly  but  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales 
and  for  the  west  Riding  Administrative  County.  The  corrected  Death  Rate  is 
11.7,  about  the  average  for  the  Country  generally.  The  Still-birth  Rate  has 
fallen  from  20.1  to  15*3  per  1,000  live  and  still-births,  and  at  that  figure 
it  compares  very  favourably  with  England  and  Wales,  and  better  still  with  the 
figure  for  the  Administrative  County  of  the  West  Riding.  We  are  still 
av&iting  the  results  of  the  large  scale  investigation  which  took  place  a  year 
or  two  ago  into  Neo— natal  and  Peri— natal  deaths,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  when 
we  do  get  any  information  it  will  give  us  some  idea  as  to  possible  causes  of 
this  relatively  high  Still-birth  Rate.  I  have  no  doubt  that  there  is  a  common 
factor  between  Still-births  and  Neo-natal  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  increased  by  38  compared  with  1959,  and  on 
looking  over  the  table  of  Principal  Causes  of  Death  one  finds  that  the 
highest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  diseases  of  the  Circulatory  System,  which 
includes  Coronary  Disease.  The  number  of  deaths  in  this  category  accounted 
for  39^  of  the  total.  The  next  highest  category  was  Cancer,  where  there  was 
a  total  of  82  deaths,  10  fewer  than  in  1959  and  a  little  over  15%  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths.  Included  in  those  cases  there  were  10  deaths  due  to  Cancer 
of  the  Lung,  9  fewer  than  in  1959 <>  I  think  we  must  concern  ourselves  here,  at 
the  moment,  with  the  fact  that  so  far  as  Wortley  Rural  District  is  concerned  one 
death  in  approximately  every  54  was  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung.  This  fact  makes 
one  ponder  whether  or  not  there  are  predisposing  factors  which  can  be  controlled 
without  much  elaborate  machinery.  Many  things  have  been  mentioned  as  possible 


causes  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  and  one  of  these  is  smoking0  Experts  have 
agreed  that  there  is  some  definite  relationship  between  smoking  and  Cancer 
of  the  Lung0  I  have  endeavoured  from  time  to  time  to  point  out  the  dangers 
that  exist  by  using  posters,  film  shows,  and  group  discussions0  I  was 
invited  by  the  Headmaster  of  one  of  the  Senior  Modern  Schools  to  give  a 
talk  and  to  show  a  film  which  was  well  attended  and  which  I  think  interested 
the  young  people  present 0  Nevertheless  I  do  not  seem  to  discern  any  marked 

falling  off  in  the  amount  of  smokingo  Young  people  learn  by  example  and  I 
am  wondering  if  the  example  set  by  their  seniors  encourages  them  to  refrain 
from  beginning  the  habit  of  smoking0  I  wish  I  could  see  a  slackening  off 
in  the  habit,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  asking  too  much  of  a  sacrifice  to  cut 
smoking  to  a  minimum,.  Not  only  would  it  set  an  example,  but  the  ”heavy 
smoker”  would  feel  infinitely  better  in  health  in  consequence0 

There  was  a  total  of  28  deaths  due  to  violence  during  the  year,  one  of 
which  was  due  to  homicide,  3  to  suicide,  8  to  accidents  involving  motor 
vehicles  and  16  others 0  The  16  other  accidents  were  accidents  principally 
involving  elderly  people,  except  in  two  cases 0  One  male  of  33  died  following 

a  Pedal  Cycle  accident  and  one  female,  55,  accidentally  choked  whilst  a 
patient  in  Hospital 0  All  the  others  were  due  to  falls  in  some  form  or  another, 

9  in  fact  being  due  to  accidents  in  the  home  either  by  falling  downstairs  or 
tripping  over  furniture,.  Five  others  were  due  to  falls  in  Hospital  whilst 
in-patients o 

I  ought  to  point  out  here  that  when  one  is  considering  the  total  number  of 
deaths  in  any  district  one  must  ran  ember  that  we  now  attribute  to  our  district 
all  deaths  occurring  in  Hospitals  within  the  district  where  the  person  has 

been  an  in-patient  for  six  months  or  more0  . .  That  means,  for  instance, 

that  if  someone  has  been  an  in-patient  in  Middlewood  for  six  months  or  more  and 
dies  there  the  death  is  attributed  to  the  Wortley  Rural  District,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  personas  home  might  be  in  another  part  of  the  Country  altogether 0 
On  the  face  of  it  this  would  tend  to  increase  the  death  rat©  in  those  districts 
where  there  was  a  large  Hospital,  but  the  comparability  factor  arrived  at  by  the 
Registrar-General  takes  account  of  this  and  a  corrected  rate  is  arrived  at0  To 
balance  the  number  of  deaths  thus  attributed  to  our  district  one  must  r  on  ember 
those  cases  from  the  district  who  have  been  removed  to  Hospitals  in  neighbouring 
County  Boroughs  and  where  they  have  been  in-patients  for  more  than  six  months  and 
who  might  die  whilst  resident  in  these  Hospitals 0 

Accidents  in  the  home  have  been  responsible  for  a  large  share  of  deaths  in 
the  accident  group0  In  1959  a  campaign  was  launched  with  the  theme  11  Check  that 
fall!,0  The  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  initiated  this 
campaign  and  encouraged  Home  Safety  Committees  to  make  a  special  effort  to 
publicise  the  dangers,  particularly  to  the  aged,  and  only  slightly  less  so,  to 
the  very  young  from  falls 0  It  is  the  principal  cause  of  accidental  death  in 
the  home  so  far  as  the  aged  are  concerned  and  it  would  appear  that  very  much 
more  has  got  to  be  done  about  this0  My  staff,  medical,  medico-social  and  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  staff  have  all  made  an  effort  to  propagandise  this 
measure o  I  still  have  a  feeling  that  active  Home  Safety  Committees,  principally 
composed  of  representatives  from  all  the  Voluntary  Organisations,  can  be  of 
great  value  in  intensifying  this  propaganda  effort,  and  I  would  welcome  the 
establishment  of  others  within  the  Wortley  Rural  District 0  We  have  one  in 

Grenoside,  but  a  few  others  would  be  helpful 0 
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The  Infantile  Mortality  Bate  has  fallen  slightly.  At  15,5  per  1,000 
live  births  it  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  and 
for  the  West  Riding  Administrative  County,  Indeed  it  is  the  lowest  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  we  have  had  since  1955*  when  the  rate  ms  13,4,  There  were 
actually  12  infantile  deaths  during  the  year,  7  of  the  children  dying  within 
the  first  week,  of  life  because  of  prematurity.  One  other  child  died  before 
reaching  the  age  of  3  months  from  a  congenital  condition.  Within  certain 
limits  one  could  define  those  8  deaths  as  non=pr  even  table,  but  the  remaining 
4  were  all  cases  where  the  child  had  been  exposed  to,  and  had  acquired,  an 
infection,  3  with  Upper  Respiratory  Infections  and  one  with  a  Digestive  Tract 
InfectionQ  I  do  think  that  such  conditions  are  preventable,  and  it  cannot 
be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  a  very  young  baby  is  most  susceptible  to 
infections  of  any  kind,  and  a  member  of  the  family  with  a  common  cold,  or  one 
suffering  from  any  Gastr ©“intestinal  symptoms  should  keep  his  or  her  distance 
from  the  susceptible  child 0 

This  question  of  prevention  of  spread  of  infection  is  one  of  education, 
and  I  think  I  must  pay  a  tribute  here  to  the  young  Mothers  in  the  district  for 
the  overall  interest  they  have  in  the  general  well-being  and  welfare  of  their 
children.  Their  attendance  at  the  Clinics  is  goodD  They  are  interested  in 
what  they ^ hear  from  the  Doctor  and  the  Health  Visitor,  and  they  take  a  lively 
interest  in  all  measures  which  in  the  ultimate  reflect  on  their  child *s  health 
and  happiness o 

The  Infectious  Diseases  picture  is  a  much  brighter  one  for  I960  than  it 
was  for  1959 o  In  all  there  were  214  cases,  only  one  fifth  of  the  1959  figure. 
The  great  difference,  of  course,  was  that  whereas  in  1959  we  had  882  cases  of 
Measles  there  were  only  100  in  1960o  Similarly,  we  had  64  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  in  1959  and  only  29  in  1960o  Whooping  Cough  appeared  a  little  more 
prominently  in  the  year  than  in  the  last  two  years,  but  even  a  total  of  5?  was 
quite  a  reasonable  figure,  I  am  happy  to  report  the  maintained  low  incidence 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  involving  the  l^phoid /Paratyphoid/ 
Dysentery/Food  Poisoning  group 0  This,  in  my  opinion,  indicates  a  continuance 
oi  good  hygiene  amongst  the  people  and,  I  am  sure,  a  greater  awareness  of  the 
dangers  that  might  occur  if  there  should  be  a  breakdown  in  personal  hygiene 
principles o 

Mr,  Vickers,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  prepared  a  full  and 
comprehensive  report  dealing  with  the  Sanitary  Circumstances,  which  I  include 
complete  In  this  document, 

I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  water  supplies  for  the  district 
which  are  detailed  in  Mr,  Vicker«s  report.  All  but  2o/$  of  the  total  number 
of  houses  within  the  Wortley  Rural  District  receive  a  direct  supply  from  the 
public  mainso  The  small  remaining  number  are  in  receipt  of  private  supplies, 
which  are  piped,  and  which  have  proved  during  the  year  satisfactory  both 
qualitatively  and  quantitatively  except  to  a  very  minor  extent  in  two  isolated 
propertieso  There  the  supply  was  qualitatively  less  reliable  during  the  year. 
There  are  a  few  isolated  properties  which  require  an  improvement  in  the  water 
supplies,  but  by  and  large  for  a  Rural  District,  and  the  majority  of  these 
properties  are  in  the  very  rural  areas,  the  supplies  are  satisfactory.  There 
was  a  mains  extension  during  the  year  to  supply  17  houses,  but  at  the  close  of 
the  year  only  two  had  been  connected  up  to  the  suppiies0

We  have  been  rather  concerned  for  some  time  about  the  Hallbroom  water 
supply,  which  I  reported  in  previous  years  was  subject  to  bacteriological 
contamination0  A  system  of  chlorination  was  installed,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  from  then  onwards  the  Laboratory  Reports  have  given  a  completely 
satisfactory  pictureG 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  also  satisfactory  for  a  Rural  District,, 

Of  the  total  number  of  houses  92 %  are  connected  to  a  main  sewer,  approximately 
are  drained  to  a  private  system,  and  less  than  2%  are  not  entirely 
satisfactorily  drained 0  In  the  latter  category  we  include  those  properties 
that  are  drained  to  cesspools  or  have  priviesQ  Five  small  schemes  were 
completed  during  the  year  in  connection  with  improvement  grants  to  six 
dwellings,  but  no  major  Sewerage  Works  extension  ms  undertaken,.  The 
sewering  of  part  of  Dungworth  and  the  Villages  of  Bradfield  and  Howbrook  are 
problems  still  to  be  solved,  and  the  problem  will  never  be  solved  until  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  are  provided  at  Bradfield  and  Howbrook 0  Both  are  difficult 

engineering  problems,  but  we  look  forward  to  reconsideration  of  the  whole 
problem  in  the  near  future,,  The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Whamcliffe  Side  are 
overloaded,  but  I  am  glad  to  report  that  schemes  have  been  approved  and  provision 
has  been  made  in  the  1961/62  estimates  for  the  improvement  and  extension  of  these 
Works o  Similarly  at  Pilley,  where  the  Works  have  been  defective  for  some 
considerable  time  due  to  underground  workings,  improvement  and  xepair  should  be 
proceeded  within  the  very  near  future  as  monies  have  been  approved  in  the 
1961/62  estimates  for  this  worko 

The  year  I960  saw  a  continuation  of  the  more  detailed  survey  work  in 
connection  with  the  Clean  Air  Act„  New  areas  of  the  district  were  particularly 
surveyed  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  smoke  controlled  areas 0  Towards  the 

end  of  1959  part  of  Burncross,  comprising  a  group  of  new  Council  property,  was 
declared  a  smoke  controlled  area,  and  in  August,  I960  part  of  Grenoside  was 
similarly  declared  a  smoke  controlled  area„  Two  other  areas,  namely  part  of 
Ought! bridge  and  Bracken  Hill,  have  been  declared  smoke  controlled  areas  and 
they  become  operative  on  the  1st  September,  1961  and  the  1st  November,  1961, 
respectively,, 

In  concluding  this  preamble  to  my  report  I  would  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  encouragement 
and  support  throughout  the  year„  I  would  also  like  to  record  my  thanks  to 
Mr„  Kelly,  personally,  for  his  helpful  advice  on  many  occasions,.  Together  with 
Mrc  Kelly  I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  help  that  I  have  received  from  the 
members  of  his  staff,  both  by  me  and  by  the  members  of  my  Department 0 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  maintained  a  very  high  standard  of  efficiency  in  every  Section „ 

Mr0  Vickers,  my  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  been  of  great’ help  to  me 
in  my  environmental  and  epidemiological  investigations,  and  he  and  his  staff 
have  always  had  a  lively  interest  in  environmental  health  and  have  been  most 
willing  at  all  times  to  carry  out  any  investigation  I  wished?  I  extend  to 
Mr„  Vickers  and  his  staff  my  grateful  thanks 0 
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Finally  I  would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  to  my  colleague*  Drc  J0 
for  her  continued  advice  and  help  throughout  the  year 0

During  the  year  29  cases  were  notified,  35  fewer  than  in  1959*  The 
cases  occurred  13  in  the  first  quarter,  3  in  the  second,  5  in  the  third  and 
8  in  the  fourth  quarter,,  They  were  principally  notified  from  the  parish  of 
Ecclesfield,  in  all  21  cases,,  11  of  those  cases  were  from  the  Colley  Estate, 

4  from  High  Green,  3  from  Grenoside,  2,  from  Ecclesfield  and  1  from  Chapeltown* 
The  age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5  to  10  years,  in  which  group  there 
were  in  all  22  cases,,  10  cases  were  admitted  to  Hospital  for  treatment  and 
isolation,, 

The  attack  rate  for  Scarlet  Fever  for  the  Wortley  Rural  District  was 
0„59  compared  with  Q*70  for  England  and  Wales  and  0*93  for  the  West  Riding 
Administrative  'County* 

DIPHTHERIA  - 

ye  had  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  during  1960„  This  happy  state  of 
affairs  so  far  as  Diphtheria  is  concerned  has  been  with  us  now  for  twelve  years, 
and  it  is  only  natural  for  the  public,  generally,  to  forget  about  the  disease,, 

Of  course,  we  all  know  that  the  reason  for  the  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria 
is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  relatively  high  level  of  immunity  against  the  disease 
amongst  the  people  in  the  district,,  So  long  as  this  level  remains  high  the 
disease  will  be  kept  in  abeyance,,  The  danger,  therefore,  is  that  the  people 
will  forget  to  have  the  baby  immunised  against  Diphtheria,,  As  we  have 
experienced,  they  have  been  far  more  worried  about  Poliomyelitis  and  Whooping 
Cough,  and  have  demanded  protection  against  those  but  have  required  a  lot  of 
persuasion  to  accept  protection  against  Diphtheria,, 

Last  year  I  said  in  my  report  that  the  return  of  numbers  being  immunised 
was  an  improvement  and  I  hoped  that  it  would  continue,,  Jn  that  year  594 
children  received  primary  protection*  In  I960,  780  children  received 
primary  immunisation,  an  increase  of  186  compared  with  1959*  Of  these  633 
were  children  in  the  age  group  0-5  years  and  147  in  the  group  5-15  years* 

Over  and  above  this  number  401  five  year  olds  received  their  reinforcing  dose 
^f  antigen,  almost  in  every  case  when  they  had  their  first  medical  examination 
on  entering  School* .  I  am  very  glad  to  report  this  improvement,  which  no  doubt 
reflects  the  intensive  publicity  campaign  carried  out  by  my  staff,  Medical, 

Nursing  and  Ancillary*  I  did  ask  for  an  extra  effort  in  this  direction  and  the 
results  show  that  it  has  been  worth  it;  but  we  want  to  do  better  still* 

MEASLES* 

’  ■  ' ' 1  Th— a— a— ymm iiwn 

100  cases  o.f  Measles  were  notified  during  the  yearc  During  the  early  part 
of  1959  there  was  a  sharp  increase  in  incidence  which  se emed  to  slacken  towards 
the  end  of  the  yearQ  This  low  incidence  continued  into  I960  and  up  till  the  end 
of  September  we  had  only  20  cases0  In  the  last  three  months  of  the  year  we  had 
a  total  of  80  cases0  The  age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5-10  years,  in 
which  ye  had  cases0  From  this  it  is  obvious  that  the  children  became  victims 
to  the  disease  on  reaching  that  age  when  children  congregate  together  for  the 
first  time5  usually  at  School 0 
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Measles  is  very  infectious  and  the  susceptible  child  soon  falls  a  victim 
if  the  disease  appears  in  the  district,,  The  child  who  is  incubating  measles 
and  the  child  who  is  just  recovering  are  highly  infectious,  and  it  is  important 
that  parents  of  children  either  incubating  or  recovering  from  Measles  should 
make  a  point  of  keeping  the  child  isolated  and  well  away  from  any  other 
children  until  medical  opinion  advises  them  otherwise 0 

The  attack  rate  of  2o05  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  rest  of  the 
Country 0 

WHOOPING  COUGH „ 

—  —  -  ---ill  --  ■ 

During  the  year  57  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified,  exactly  three 
times  the  number  we  had  in  1959o  Those  cases  occurred  4  in  the  first  quarter, 

22  in  the  second,  27  in  the  third  and  4  in  the  fourth  quarter 0  Like  Measles, 

the  age  group  principally  affected  was  the  5  -  10  years,  in  which  there  were 
20  caseso  There  were  only  2  cases  notified  over  the  age  of  10o  The  cases 
were  principally  notified  from  Ecclesfield  Parish,  where  there  were  in  all  51 
cases,  22  of  them  coming  from  the  Colley  Es'tate0 

When  we  have  a  case  of  Whooping  Cough  notified  to  us  we  make  a  point  of 
trying  to  trace  any  record  of  the  case  having  received  Whooping  Cough  Vaccinationc 
In  the  cases  referred  to  here  I  have  no  record  of  the  children  having  previously 
been  protectedo 

Whooping  Cough,  like  Measles,  is  a  very  highly  infectious  disease,  and  my 
remarks  about  the  need  to  keep  the  infected  child  isolated  from  his  playmates 
when  suffering  from  Measles  applies  similarly  to  Whooping  Cough c  In  the  case 

of  Whooping  Gough,  however,  there  is  a  means  of  affording  protection  by 
vaccination0  Children  generally  receive  this  protection  in  early  infancy  when 
they  are  attending  the  Clinic0  Combined  antigens  used  nowadays  to  cover 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and  in  some  cases  Tetanus,  are  the  rule,  and  it  is 
unusual  for  the  parents  not  to  have  the  protection  offeredo  During  I960,  649 
children  were  vaccinated  against  the  disease,  an  increase  of  233  compared  with 
the  figure  for  1959 o  I  am  very  glad  to  report  this  increase  in  the  numbers 
receiving  this  treatment,  and  the  remarks  I  made  concerning  Diphtheria 
immunisation  refer  in  the  same  way  to  our  publicity  efforts  with  regard  to 
Whooping  Cougho  We  want  to  have  the  young  children  vaccinated  early  against 
Whooping  Cough  (the  earlier  the  better)  and  the  impression  I  have  received  from 
what  I  have  seen  and  heard  in  the  district  is  that  there  is  a  much  greater 
interest  in  this  protective  measure  than  there  was  two  or  three  years  agoQ 

The  attack  rate  for  the  disease  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  was  le17 
compared  with  lc27  for  England  and  Wales  and  lo95  tor  the  administrative 
County  of  the  West  Riding* 

POLIOMYELITIS « 

For  the  third  successive  year  we  have  not  had  any  Poliomyelitis  notified 
to  us  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District,,  This  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs 
is,  I  feel  certain,  the  result  of  the  scheme  for  vaccination  against  the  disease 
which  has  been  in  operation  now  for  a  year  or  twoQ 
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I  think  that  it  can  be  said  that  vaccination  with  two  or  more  doses  of 
Vaccine  affords  some  degree  of  protection  against  paralytic  Poliomyelitis,, 

It  is  one  of  our  great  aims*  therefore*  to  intensify  our  publicity  campaign 
to  encourage  this  scheme 0  The  young  children  brought  to  the  Clinic  by  the 

Mother  are  having  this  protection  as  a  routine  measure*  but  whilst  the  young 
children  are  being  protected  and  the  level  of  immunity  amongst  them  is  high, 
that  group  of  late  teenagers  and  up  to  early  20 ?s  is  not  protected  as  it  ought 
to  be*  We  are  now  offering  free  vaccination  at  the  Clinics  or  open  sessions, 
or  if  the  person  wishes  from  the  family  Doctor,  to  everyone  up  to  the  age  of 
25  years,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  in  the  near  future  this  age  limit  will  be 
extended  to  40  years0  (At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  it  has  been  so 
extended) « 

During  1959  the  demand  for  protection  increased  dramatically  following 
the  death  from  Poliomyelitis  of  a  well  known  Sportsman 0  The  publicity  had 
been  enough  to  create  a  demand 0  Unfortunately  the  demand  did  not  last  and 
there  v&s  a  falling  off  in  I960,  but  we  continued  our  publicity  and  by 
arranging  open  sessions  and  special  sessions  at  Works  we  kept  a  fair  interest 
in  the  vaccination  scheme0 


I  am  afraid  that  I  cannot  give  statistics  of  the  number  of  people 
protected  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District*  At  open  sessions  and  at  Works 
people  have  been  vaccinated  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  who  did  not  live 
in  the  district*  They  lived  in  places  such  as  Sheffield,  Barnsley,  Stocksbridge, 
etco,  whilst  people  have  been  vaccinated  in  Sheffield,  Barnsley,  and  at  Works 
in  Stocksbridge  and  Penistone,  whose  address  was  within  the  Wortley  Rural  District* 
This  overlap  means  that  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  get  figures  particularly 
for  each  respective  district*  I  can,  however,  give  statistics  of  the  number -of 
vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  attributed  to  the  Division  for  the  year  under 
review,  and  these  I  give  below0

In  1959  there  was  an  improvement  in  the  number  vaccinated  against  Smallpox 
and  in  my  report  for  that  year  I  said  that  I  ms  glad  to  see  this  improvement 0 
Unfortunately  this  ms  not  maintained  into  I960*  as  only' 229  were  vaccinatedo 
197  of  the  cases  vaccinated  were  under  the  age  of  1  year*  14  between  the  ages 
of  1  and  2  years,  3  between  2  and  4  years,  and  15  over  5  yearsQ  Together  with 
these,  7  persons  were  revaccinated0 

I  would  like  to  see  a  relatively  high  vaccination  rate  maintained  in  the 
district,  if  for  no  other  reason  than  it  would  be  a  good  insurance  against  a 
mass  outbreak  of  Smallpox  if,  unfortunately,  it  appeared  in  our  midst 0  One 
estimates  that  the  rate  for  the  Wortley  Rural  District  has  fallen  this  year 
to  about  2808%0  That  is  the  estimated  vaccination  rate  for  under  1  year  oldsG 
The  rate  for  the  County  is  24o5%  and  the  last  known  figure  for  the  Country  as 
a  whole  was  45%  (1959) o 

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  were  3  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  reported  during  1960o  One  case  in 
the  first  quarter  was  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor  Hospital  for  invest! gati on 0  Two 

cases  occurred  in  the  second  quarter,  one  of  which  was  admitted  to  Lodge  Moor 
Hospital o  The  source  of  infection  in  all  three  cases  was  never  discovered, 
although  the  organism  which  caused  the  disease  was  isolated  at  the  Laboratory 0 

DYSENTERY. 

During  the  year  we  had  6  cases  of  Efysentery  notifiedo  1  more  than  in 
1959o  They  occurred  5  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  and  1  in  the  fourth 
quart erG  Four  of  the  cases  reported  occurred  in  one  family,  but  after  the 
most  careful  investigation  with  the  help  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Staff 
we  were  unable  to  trace  the  source  of  the  infection0  We  did  find  the  organism 
responsible,  and  after  treatment  from  the  family  Doctor  all  the  cases  cleared 
up  satisfactorily0  None  of  the  5  cases  was  admitted  to  Hospital  and  none 
suffered  any  serious  after  effect G 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

In  I960  we  had  21  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  to  the  Department 0 
This  was  11  fewer  than  in  1959 o  One  of  the  cases  ms  notified  from 
Middlewood  Hospital,  which  means  that  there  was  a  nett  total  of  20  district 
cases,  all  of  them  being  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis0  During  the  year, 
also,  116  notified  cases  were  discharged  from  the  register  as  having  been 
cured o 

We  had  no  visit  from  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  to  the  district  during 
I960,  but  I  had  occasion  to  ask  for  the  help  of  the  Medical  Director  in  one 
or  two  instances  when  contacts  with  positive  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  being  investigated  and  where  an  urgent  X-ray  of  the  chest  was  advisable. 

I  would  like  to  put  on  record  here  my  appreciation  of  the  helpful  advice  which 
I  am  continually  receiving  from  the  Medical  Director 0 


I  think  that  one  must  accept  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  striking  advance 
in  the  control  of  Tuberculosis  within  the  last  decade  or  so*  and  this  is 
probably  due  to  a  much  earlier  diagnosis  and,  of  course,  treatment.  Tuberculosis 
is  a  highly  infectious  disease  and  even  a  small  focus  can  be  the  source  of  quite 
a  number  of  cases  in  the  community.  Early  detection  of  those  cases,  therefore, 
is  important.  We  are  getting  a  much  better  picture  of  the  Tuberculosis 
situation  and  very  few  cases  are  missed  these  days.  At  the  same  time  there  has 
been  a  steady  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  and  this,  I 
think,  is  of  tremendous  importance  to  everyone.  We  all  know  that  fifty  years 
ago  a  person  who  acquired  Tuberculosis  was  in  almost  every  case  doomed  to  a 
short  life ,  but  thanks  to  modern  methods  of  treatment  and'  to  the  use  of  modem 
drugs  this  disease  can  now  been  curedo 

Most  of  our  work  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis  is  in  the  field  of 
prevention.  We  have  at  one  extreme  the  epidemiological  investigation  and 
at  the  other  the  care  and  after-care  of  the  patient.  In  the  epidemiological 
part  of  the  service  I  have  a  full-time  Health  Visitor  employed  to  visit  the 
homes  of  the  notified  cases  to  make  a  complete  enquiry  into  all  factors  that 
might  lead  to  a  probable  source  of  infection.  At  the  same  time  she  endeavours, 
and  generally  succeeds,  to  encourage  all  contacts  to  attend  at  once  for 
investigation  to  eliminate  the  fact  that  they  might  not  have  become  infected 
or  indeed  might  not  have  been  the  source  of  the  infection. 

In  the  question  of  disinfection  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  always 
available  to  advise  and  even  provide  various  disinfectants  for  use  under  special 
circumstances , 

In  the  field  of  care  and  after-care  we  provide  bedding  if  required,  so 
that  the  patients  may  have  proper  sleeping  facilities.  The  Local  Health  Authority 
also  provides  extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  two  pints  of  milk  per  day,  free  of 
charge,  if  the  Chest  physician  has  recommended  this.  In  fact,-  during  the  year 
in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  seven  patients  were  in  receipt  of  extra  nourishment. 
Another  factor  in  the  care  and  after-care  in  which  you  as  a  Council  have  been 
involved  is  your  agreed  policy  to  rehouse  a  Tuberculous  family  if  I  have 
indicated  that  it  is  in  the  interests  of  the  case  that  rehousing  should  be 
provided,  I  am  grateful  to  you  and  to  your  Housing  Manager  for  this  help,  which 
is  an  important  factor  in  the  whole  question  of  prevention  and  care  and  after-care 
so  far  as  Tuberculosis  is  concerned.  During  I960  no  Tuberculous  family  required 
rehousing  but  you,  as  a  Council,  did  rehouse  eight  families  recommended  by  me  on 
medical  grounds  for  special  consideration.

Invitations  were  sent  out  to  the  parents  of  the  children  concerned  asking  if 
they  would  consent  to  have  their  children  Mantoux  tested  and,  if  necessary, 
vaccinated  with  BaC,G*  In  all  731  children  presented  themselves  for 
Mantoux  testing*  181  giving  a  positive  reaction  and  550  a  negative  reaction0 
The  latter  550  were  invited  to  present  themselves  for  vaccination  and  of  those 
554  attendedo  Six  were  absent  from  School  because  of  illness*  but  they  will 
receive  the  treatment  at  a  later  date0  In  addition  to  these  children  the 
322  who  were  vaccinated  in  1959  presented  themselves  for  re-testing  to 
determine  whether  or  not  they  had*  in  fact*  been  converted  to  Mantoux 
Positive*  ioe0  been  successfully  vaccinated 0  292  of  them  produced  a  firm 

reaction  and  30  were  less  obvious*  although  definite  enough  to  consider 
successful  conversion  None  required  re-vaccination 

In  my  report  for  1959  I  made  a  comment  about  the  new  Freeze  Dried 
Vaccine  which  we  were  using  as  an  alternative  to  the  familiar  Liquid  Vaccine0 
I  mentioned  that  I  had  no  previous  experience  of  this  and  that  I  was  unable 
to  pass  an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  was  as  good  as  the  Liquid  Vaccine 0 
The  results  would  show  that  it  is  indeed  In  every  way  satisfactory 0  One  of 
the  great  values  of  the  Freeze  Dried  Vaccine  is  that  it  can  be  kept  for  a 
long  period  without  deteriorating*  and  can  be  kept  in  reasonably  normal 
conditions*  and  not  requiring  refrigerator  storagec  The  Liquid  Vaccine* 
on  the  other  hand*  has  to  be  ordered  and  used  within  a  day  or  two  of  receipt 0 
It  is  prepared  in  Denmark  and  flown  to  this  Country  for  use  and  it  has  a 
limited  period  of  p©tency0  This  means  that  by  the  time  we  receive  it  we  must 
have  everything  ready  to  carry  out  our  vaccination  project 0  The  Freeze  Dried 
is  a  very  useful  Vaccine*  therefore*  to  have  available  in  case  one  requires  it 
at  a  mementos  noticeG  The  Vaccine  used  during  I960  was  the  Liquid  Vaccine0 
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Those  children  who  have  a  positive  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test, 
indicating  that  they  had  at  some  time  met  with  the  infection  and  were 
either  overcoming  it  or  actually  going  through  a  period  of  primary  invasion, 
were  invited  to  go  for  X-ray  examination  and  these  X-ray  examinations  were 
carried  out  with  the  help  of  the  Directors  of  the  Sheffield  Mass  Radiography 
Unit  and  the  Doncaster  one  respectively 0  We  considered  that  it  was 
unnecessary  to  have  all  those  children  submit  for  immediate  X-ray 
examination £  and  we  selected  those  who  produced  the  most  severe  reaction  to 
the  Mantoux  test0  We  had  about  ten  children  whom  we  considered  had  a 
severe  enough  reaction  to  the  Mantoux  test  to  require  urgent  investigation, 
and  they  attended  immediately  at  the  static  Mass  Radiography  Unit  in 
Sheffield  and  had  a  large  film  chest  X-ray 0  In  every  case  the  result 
showed  that  the  lung  fields  were  clear 0 

10S  of  the  remaining  positive  cases  attended  as  a  group  at  the 
visiting  Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit  when  it  was  temporarily  operating 
in  Hoylando  We  engaged  a  bus  to  take  the  children  to  this  Clinic  and  the 
Medical  Director  there  arranged  for  all  the  children  to  have  a  large  film 
X-ray o 

About  170  altogether  attended,  and  it  was  discovered  'that  four 
children  had  chest  conditions  which  warranted  further  investigation,  either 
by  their  own  family  Doctor  or  by  reference  to  the  Chest  Physician0  No 
case  of  active  Tuberculosis  was  found,  but  three  of  the  cases  were 
considered  to  have  conditions  which  would  require  regular  supervision  for 
some  months  o

CHIROPODY  SERVICE, 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  has  established  throughout  its  area 
a  Chiropody  Service  to  eater  for  the  needs  of  the  aged  (i0©<>  persons  of 
Pensionable  age), /.the  physically  handicapped1  (io'e0  a  person-- suffering-  <  -  ' 
from  a  handicap  which  is  diraetly  associated  with  the  need  for  chiropody,  or 
a  handicap  which  in  itself  would  prevent  him  attending  to  his  own  feet,  e0g0 
the  blind),  and  the  expectant  Mother 0  The  treatment,  subject  to  need,  will 
continue  for  a  year,  or  for  a  shorter  period  if  that  shorter  period  completes 
the  treatment 0  The  scheme  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  February 0 


There  are  two  ways  in  providing  this  service  •  - 

(1)  a  direct  service  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority,  or 

(2)  a  grant-in-aid  from  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  a  Voluntary 
Organisation  which  was  at  the  time  providing,  or  would  provide 
such  a  servi ce0 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  district  -was  covered  by  a  direct  service. 


One  of  the  difficulties  in  providing  such  a  service  is  the  relative 
scarcity  of  (chiropodists  who  could  work  the  direct  service^,  but  we  were 
fortunate  and  were  able  to  commence  a  direct  service  as  follows  •-

Besides  the  provision  of  services  at  a  static  Clinic,  those  patients 
who  by  reason  of  illness  or  other  handicap,  and  whose  Doctor  has  so  certified 
uhem  as  being  unable  to  travel  to  the  fixed  Clinic,  may  have  domiciliary 
treatment.  During  the  year  domiciliary  treatment  was  carried  out  regularly 
to  such  patients  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District, 


The  procedure  for  obtaining  chiropody  treatment  is  that  a  person  who 
is  found  to  require  chiropody  makes  an  application  on  a  specified  form  to 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  formal  approval.  These  forms  are 
available  in  Clinics,  from  Health  Visitors,  Nurses  and  General  Practitioners, 
as  well  as  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  When  the  form  is  received  at 
-hese  Offices  the  application  is  registered  and  the  Chiropodist  operating  in 
the  area  concerned  is  duly  notified  and  he  or  she  will,  in  turn,  offer  an 
appointment  by  postcard  to  the  applicant. 


Naturally ,  during  its  initial  stages,  there  were  some  small  problems  to 
overcome  and  a  general  delay  in  getting  into  a  routine.  However,  before  the 
end  of  the  year  everything  was  working  satisfactorily  and  all  applicants  for 
treatment  were  being  dealt  with  almost  as  soon  as  their  application  was 
received  at  these  Offices,  There  was,  in  effect,  no  waiting  time  at  all. 
During  the  year  a  total  of  321  persons  (320  Pensioners  and  1  Handicapped)' 
received  treatment,  involving  in  all  863  treatments  (862  Pensioners  and  1 
Handicapped),  .  Over  and  above  those,  68  persons  were  treated  in  their  own 
homes  (,6?  Pensioners  and  1  Handicapped),  involving  a  total  of  169  treatments 
(168  Pensioners  and  1  Handicapped), 


By  far  the  busiest.  Clinic  we  have  is  the  one  on  the  Colley  Estate,  where 
a  total  of  190  patients  attended  during  the  year.  This  is  not  surprising 
when  one  considers  that  in  Ecclesfield  we  had  had  a  Chiropody  Service 
operating  very  successfully  for  a  number  of  years,  provided  by  the  Jeffcock 
Trust,  When  the  change  over  took  place  approximately  190  persons,  all 
Pensioners,  were  receiving  treatment.  When  the  Clinic  facilities  were 


removed  from  the  Jeff  cock  Nurses8  Home  to  the  new  Clinic  at  Wordsworth  Avenue, 
there  was  some  concern  amongst  the  elderly  and  less  active  persons  in  that 
they  had  to  walk  some  distance  to  the  new  Clinic 0  The  Chiropodist  helped  in 
some  ways  to  relieve  the  situation  by  fixing  appointments  at  suitable  times, 
and  in  some  instances  such  difficulties  were  taken  into  consideration  when 
assessing  the  need  for  domiciliary  treatment 0

I  think  I  ought  to  report  that  on  23  occasions  patients  failed  to  keep 
appointments  at  the  Clinic  when  invited  by  postcard  to  do  so0  Similarly,  9 
patients  were  not  at  home  when  the  Chiropodist  called  to  provide  domiciliary 
treatment 0  I  feel  I  ought  to  point  out  here  that  it  is  most  important  that 
when  invited  to  attend  a  Chiropody  Clinic,  and  given  an  appointment,  patients 
should  do  everything  they  can  to  fulfil  the  appointment,  or  if  this  is  not 
possible,  to  notify  the  Chiropodist  or  my  Office  that  the  appointment  cannot 
be  keptQ  Someone  else  could  then  be  given  the  vacancy 0

HEALTH  EDUCATION n 


One  of  the  duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  to  teach  Health 
Education  and  the  principles  of  healthy  livingQ  This  is  a  subject  which  is 
sometimes  difficult  to  introduce  and  it  is  certainly,  in  my  experience,  not 
one  which  attracts  audiences0  It  means,  therefore,  that  I  and  my  staff  and 
field  workers  generally  have  to  keep  plugging  away  at  every  opportunity  to 
what  captive  audiences  we  might  have  at  the  moment 0 

At  the  Clinics,  Group  Discussions  are  held  at  Mothercraft  Classes, 
Ante-natal  sessions,  and  in  some  Clinics  during  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic 0 
In  certain  circumstances  we  have  the  opportunity  to  give  talks  on  contemporary 
health  topics,  and  as  mentioned  in  my  introduction,  on  one  occasion  a  very 
successful  Film  Show  and  Lecture  followed  by  Question  and  Answer  at  one  of  the 
Senior  Schools 0  I  have  continued  to  receive  an  increasing  amount  of  visual- 
aid  material  and  each  Clinic  is  now  equipped  with  most  of  this,  and  what  else 
is  required  can  be  obtained  at  the  Central  Office  at  High  Green 0  A  Sound 
Cinematograph  Projector,  a  recent  acquisition,  has  proved  very  useful,  ahd 
interesting  films  are  easy  to  obtain0  The  Film-strip  projector,  of  course, 
is  always  in  use  and  Film-strip  talks  are  a  regular  weekly  feature  of  certain 
of  the  Clinics o  Leaflets  and  posters  are  regularly  available  and  are 
distributed  throughout  the  district  at  Clinics,  Schools,  and  sometimes  in 
Doctors8  Surgeries  and  Waiting  Rooms0 
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It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  after  so  many  years  of  endeavour  to 
Interest  the  public  in  this  matter  of  Health  Education  we  are  now  being 
invited  more  often  to  give  talks  to  various  groups  of  people  Mental 
Health  Week*  for  instance*  gave  us  a  very  good  opportunity  to  "talk  to 
certain  groups  of  people  on  this  important  subject*  The  Training  Centre 
at  High  Green  was  available  for  a  week  for  visits  by  the  public  to  see 
exactly  what  was  being  done0  One  day  was  an  Open  Day*  at  which  I  and 
my  staff  made  ourselves  available*  and  most  Interesting  discussions  took 
place  concerning  the  whole  problem  of  the  care  and  after-care  of  the 
subnormal  patient.  As  a  result  of  this  week*  and  in  particular  this 
Open  Day,  very  much  more  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  work  being  done 
at  this  Centre. 

It  is  our  aim  to  try  and  encourage  society  to  accept  those  subnormal 
patients  and  receive  them  as  people  who  have  a  handicap  and  who  require 
just  as  much  sympathy  and  help  as  any  other  physically  handicapped  person 
might  receive.  The  lame  boy  will  always  be  helped  along  the  way,  but 
the  subnormal  boy  is  not  always  so  fortunate.  Happily*  at  the  Training 
Centre  we  have  a  very  strong  Barents  Association  and  the  Interest  in,  and 
the  help  afforded  to*  these  patients  is  increasing  tremendously  as  the 
time  passe So 

During  the  year  the  campaigns  to  intensify  an  interest  in  Poliomyelitis 
vaccination  and  the  ordinary  routine  immunisations  has  continuedo  We  have 
taken  every  opportunity  to  emphasise  the  need  for  these  protective  measures, 
and  it  has  sometimes  been  hard  work  to  convince  a  young  Mother  that  it  is 
still  necessary  to  have  the  baby  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  even  in  those 
days  when  Diphtheria  is  nearly  forgotten. 

The  subject  of  Home  Safety  is  one  that  particularly  interests  me*  and  I 
took  the  opportunity  to  encourage  the  work  of  the  only  existing  Home  Safety 
Committee  in  the  district*  namely  at  Grenoside*  to  extend  Its  activities. 

I  have  emphasised  earlier  in  this  report  that  Home  Safety  is  a  problem  that 
must  be  tackled  at  once*  and  there  must  be  no  slackening  in  our  propaganda 
efforts. 

My  Health  Visiting  Staff  have  taken  up  the  subject  of  Health  Education 
very  thoroughly  and  from  time  to  time  themselves  have  Group  Discussions  as 
to  what  subject  or  subjects  should  have  the  emphasis  during  a  certain  period 
of  time.  On  one  or  two  occasions  the  problem  of  Accidents  in  the  Home  was 
one  selected  as  of  immediate  importance*  and  talks*  posters  and  models  showing 
hazards  were  prepared  and  exhibited  In  the  various  Clinics. 

I  still  try  to  make  this  subject  of  Health  Education  a  team  effort*  and 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  each  member  of  the  Health  Team  in  the  Division  has  done 
a  satisfactory  job. 

MENTAL  HEALTH  ACT, 

This  new  measure,  which  repeals  the  Lunacy  &  Mental  Treatment  Acts, 

1890  —  1930  &nd  ’the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts*  1913  —  193$ *  makes  new  provision 
for  the  treatment  and  care  of  the  mentally  disordered.  The  Royal  Commission 
on  the  law  relating  to  Mental  Illness  and  Mental  Deficiency  made  certain 


recommendations,  and  as  a  result  there  were  changes,  which  changes  also  took 
into  account  the  improved  medical  knowledge  of  Mental  Disorder  and  the  new 
medico  social  services 0  Everything  is  done  now  to  encourage  the  patient  to 
ask  for  treatment  at  once,  quite  voluntarily,,  At  the  same  time  certain 
compulsory  restraining  powers  are  provided  if  the  patient  so  needs  them  for 
his  own  sake  or  that  of  others  and  Mental  Health  Review  Tribunals  have  been 
provided  to  safeguard  the  patient  if  he  is  in  any  way  aggrieved  and  wishes  to 
have  his  case  reconsidered  either  on  his  own  application  or  that  of  any 
relative,, 

The  new  Act  puts  the  lime-light  now  on  community  care  of  the  mentally 
disordered,  leaving  the  Hospitals  as  places  where  emergency  treatment  can  be 
provided  for  those  who  are  seriously  ill  and  who  need  particularised  treatment,, 
This  means,  of  course,  that  the  staffs  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  have  to 
take  on  the  responsibility  of  this  after-care  and  the  Act  has  given  more 
freedom  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  provide  and  organise  services  for 
mentally  disordered  people 0 

The  Act  became  operative  on  the  1st  November,  I960,  before  which  date 
mental  illness  and  mental  subnormality  were  dealt  with  in  two  separate  and 
distinct  ways,  each  having  its  own  respective  staff 0  Now  we  expect  that  the 

Mental  Health  team  will  work  as  an  all-purpose  team  under  one  direction,  and 
by  integration  with  the  other  Welfare  Services  of  the  Local  Health  Authority 
provide  a  comprehensive  Mental  Welfare  Service0  For  the  purpose  of  fulfilling 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  within  the  West  Riding  the  County  Medical  Officer 
prepared  a  scheme  which  was  accepted  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and 
briefly  it  is  as  follows0  The  County  is  served  by  nine  large  Mental  Hospitals* 
The  scheme  provided  for  the  division  of  the  County  into  seven  Mental  Health 
areas,  each  based  on  a  Mental  Hospital,  and  each  area  to  be  self-contained 
with  regard  to  Social  Workers <>  Two  of  the  Hospitals  admittedly  are  outside 
the  boundary  of  the  Administrative  County,  but  they  could  be  incorporated 
satisfactorily  into  the  general  scheme  of  the  other  remaining  seven  areas 0 

It  is  hoped  in  time  to  have  seven  areas  fully  staffed P  with  a  Senior 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  in  eacho  The  areas  are  •- 

Scalebor  Park,  Burley  in  Wharfedale0 
Nabum  and  Bootham  Park  Hospital,  Yorkc 
Clifton  Hospital,  York*, 

Stanley  Royd  Hospital,  Wakefield*, 

Middlewood  Hospital,  Sheffieldo 

Storthes  Hall  Hospital,  Kirkburton,  Nrc  Huddersfield,, 

Menston  Hospital,  Menston,  Nr0  Leeds 0 

By  the  1st  November,  I960,  seven  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officers  were 
appointed  so  that  the  nucleus  of  a  staff  in  each  area  was  established e  It 
was  hoped  that  additional  staff  would  come  along  to  complete  the  establishment 
which  would  have  to  be  well  chosen  and  possessing  a  fair  degree  of  capacity 
because  they  would  be  expected  to  co-ordinate  a  close  liaison  with  Mental 
Hospitals,  General  Practitioners,  Psychiatrists  and  other  social  services 
which  might  be  found  best  suited  to  the  particular  area*. 
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Wortley  Rural  District  lies  within  the  Catchment  Area  of*  Middlewood 
Hospital*  The  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer  for  the  Catchment  Area  of 
Middlewood  has  established  himself  in  my  Office  at  Mortomley  Hall,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  one  full-time  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  the  part-time 
services  of  another  were  operating  the  provisions  of  the  Act  in  this 
Division*  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  early  part  of  1961  a  second  full-time 
Mental  Welfare  Officer  will  be  appointed* 

It  is  too  early  to  give  any  indication  as  to  how  the  service  is 
developing,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  produce  a  service  which 
will  provide  for  all  the  needs  of  the  mentally  sick* 


I  am  including  here  a  table  of  statistics  dealing  with  sub-normality, 
giving  the  numbers  under  Statutory  Supervision  and  Voluntary  Supervision 
until  the  Act  became  operative  on  the  1st  November*  I  must  point  out  that 
the  new  Act  does  away  with  the  term  ‘mental  deficiency1  and  such  persons 
are  recognised  as  ’severely  subnormal’*  Statutory  Supervision  is  not  now 
a  requirement  under  the  new  Act,  but  it  is  called  ’’Carerand  Guidance*’*  The 
Act  now  makes  Statutory  Supervision  unnecessary  unless  in  a  voluntary  sense 
for  persons  over  the  age  of  16,  but  under  the  age  of  16  ’’Caieand  Guidance*’ 
is  a  ’’must’’*  Having  mentioned  those  points,  these  are  the  statistics.

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

Ihe  service  operating  from  the  Ambulance  Station  at  Hoyland  remains  the 
same0  During  I960  the  Base  Transmitter  was  transferred  from  Kirk  Balk  School 
to  the  Water  Tower  at  Hawshaw  Lane,  giving  a  wider  radio  coverage  and  making 
for  much  improved  radio  reception  A  shorter  working  week  has  necessitated 
a  redeployment  of  labour,  but  the  new  Telephone  Service  whereby  the  Hoyland 
Station  is  the  Distributing  Depot  for  all  West  Riding  County  Council  Ambulance 
requests  to  the  Sheffield  area,  has  streamlined  the  system,  making  for  greater 
control  and  easier  operation* 

CLINICS. 

Before  detailing  the  Clinic  services  I  would  like  to  report  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  new  purpose-built  Clinic  in  Colley  Estate,  on  a  site  in 
Wordsworth  Avenue*  This  building  was  built  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
and  cost  in  the  region  of  £22,650*  The  premises  were  particularly  well 
furnished  at  a  cost  of  nearly  £2,700*  I  am  appending  two  photographs  giving 
the ^ impression  of  the  type  of  Clinic  provided  in  the  district*  The  Clinic  is 
equipped  with  a  double  Dental  Surgery  and  three  days  a  week  a  Dental  Officer  is 
in  attendance*  We  have  facilities  for  all  the  routine  work  done  at  a  Clinic, 
including  ante-natal  work,  maternity  and  child  welfare,  Ophthalmological, 
Ultra-Violet  Light  Therapy,  Chiropody  Service,  Child  Guidance,  and  all  the 
other  consulting  services  provided  by  the  Authority*  The  Clinic  was  formally 
opened  on  the  30th  September  by  the  Chairman  of  our  own  Health  Committee, 

County  Councillor  Mrs*  E*  Ratcliffe,  J.P.,  in  the  presence  of  a  representative 
gathering  from  County  Hall  and  neighbouring  Authorities* 

This  new  Clinic  has  proved,  already,  to  be  of  tremendous  help  to  the 
service  in  the  district  and  has,  in  fact,  become  a  Centre  to  which  people  may 
come  and  discuss  ail  sorts  of  problems,  many  of  them  not  strictly  coming 
within  the  limits  of  preventive  medicine*  We  are  very  proud  of  this  Clinic 
and  I  think,  too,  the  people  in  the  district  are,  and  I  can  report  that  the 
staff  who  work  in  the  Clinic  find  the  conditions  ideal  and  are  very  happy  in 
their  work* 

I  invited  the  Head  Teachers  of  the  Schools  in  the  surrounding  district  to 
the  official  opening  of  the  Clinic,  as  I  thought  that  they  should  know  the 
type  of  Centre  which  the  children  would  attend  from  time  to  time,  and  I  also 
thought  that  it  was  proper  to  encourage  their  interest  in  the  work*  I  have 
always  had  very  happy  co-operation  from  the  Head  Teachers  and  this,  I  felt, 
would  strengthen  this  co-operation*  I  think  it  has  done  so*

The  staff  at  all  the  Clinics  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District  consist  of 
the  Medical  Officer  who  sees  cases  referred  to  him  by  the  Health  Visitor 
and  carries  out  a  full  immunisation  programme 0  One  or  two  Health  Visitors 
are  present  at  a  Clinic,  or  one  Health  Visitor  and  an  Assistant  Health 
Visitor,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  session  being  heldc  Interviews 
and  personal  advice  are  given  to  all  Mothers  attending  the  Clinic  and  group 
discussions  take  place  whenever  possible  on  all  aspects  of  positive  health,,

undertakes  many  clerical  duties  and  helps  with  the  sale  of  foods 0

The  Mobile  Clinic  visits  the  Dungworth  area  on  Friday  mornings, 
fortnightly,  and  continue  to  provide  maternity  and  child  welfare  services 0 
The  number  of  attendances  at  Dungworth  during  the  year  was  90,  as  compared 
with  178  in  1959 o  Although  there  has  been  a  fall  in  the  number  of 
attendances  at  this  particular  Clinic,  probably  due  to  reduced  infant 
population,  it  is  very  necessary  to  maintain  this  service  to  people  living  in 
rural  areas  who  are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  at 
static  Clinics o  The  Land  Rover  continues  to  be  used  to  bring  in  Mothers  and 
children  from  outlying  areas  and  Mr0  H0  Hallam  provides  free  facilities  to 
stand  the  Clinic  in  his  farm  yardG  I  wish  to  put  on  record  my  thanks  to 
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Mr*  Hallam  for  this*  A  Health  Visitor  is  in  attendance  at  each  session  to 
give  individual  advice  to  the  Mothers  and  teach  all  aspects  of  positive  health* 
A  Medical  Officer  attends  by  appointment  to  deal  with  problems  and  carry  out 
immunisation  against  Diphtheria*  Whooping  Gough*  Tetanus*  Poliomyelitis*  and 
vaccination  against  Smallpox*

The  one  Ante-natal  Clinic  in  the  district*  held  at  the  Catty  Hall* 
Ecclesfield,  closed  in  July  and  the  sessions  were  transferred  to  the  new 
Colley  Clinic  at  Wordsworth  Avenue0  It  is  held  on  Thursday  afternoon  and 
the  staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer*  Health  Visitor  and  Midwives, 
who  provide  Medical  Midwifery  and  Social  Services  for  the  expectant  Mother, 

Relaxation  and  Mothercraft  Glasses  -  are  held  in  the  district  as  per  the 
appended  list.  The  sessions  are  run  by  the  Midwives  and  Health  Visitors 
of  the  areas*  where  the  expectant  Mother  is  given  advice  regarding  her  own 
care  during  the  ante-natal  period*  preparation  for  the  birth  of  her  child* 
the  labour  and  post-natal  period*  Included  in  the  syllabus  are  talks  on 
diet*  breast  and  artificial  feeding*  protection  by  means  of  immunisation 
and  vaccination  and  mental  health*  The  latter  subject  is  important 
particularly  with  regard  to  possible  emotional  strain  and,  also,  the  place 
of  the  expected  baby  within  the  family  unit*  General  discussion,  in  which 
both  the  Mothers  and  the  staff  take  part*  follow  the  exercises  and  talk* 
Demonstration  materials  and  filmstrips  are  available  and  are  used  at  these 
sessions* 

Toddlers8  Clinics* 

For  several  years*  and  in  the  majority  of  the  Clinics  within  the 
district*  Birthday  Cards  are  sent  to  children  for  their  first  and  second 
birthdays*  with  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for 
medical  examination  and  advice*  This  scheme  is  being  extended  to  the 
third  and  fourth  birthdays,  and  in  order  to  allow  more  time  for  these 
examinations  It  was  decided  to  start  a  Toddlers8  Clinic  at  St*  Paul 8 s, 

Wheata  Road*  This  commenced  in  January*  I960*  and  continued  to  function 
there  until  July*  when  the  session  ms  transferred  to  the  Colley  Clinic* 

This  Toddlers8  Clinic  began  in  a  small  wayj  by  the  end  of  the  year  the 
numbers  had  increased  and  the  service  ms  appreciated  by  the  Mothers* 

The  Medical  and  Health  Visiting  staff  have  found  it  to  be  of  great  value* 

Following  upon  the  opening  of  this  Toddlers8  Clinic*  one  will  commence 
in  Chapel town*  at  the  Miners8  Welfare  Pavilion*  on  a  Tuesday  afternoon 
(monthly)  in  January*  1961*  and  it  Is  hoped  that  in  the  very  near  future  a 
further  one  will  be  started  in  the  High  Green  area* 

Eye  Clinics* 

These  Clinics  are  arranged  according  to  need,  and  until  the  opening  of 
the  Colley  Estate  Clinic  were  held  in  the  Miners8  Welfare  Hall*  Chapeltown* 
usually  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month*  At  the  new  premises  a  Clinic 
is  held  almost  every  Tuesday*  either  for  a  half  or  full  day  session*  The 
Consultant  Ophthalmologist  attends  the  Clinic  to  see  the  children  referred 
to  him*  During  the  year  123  new  cases  were  seen  by  the  Specialist  and  he 
prescribed  Glasses  in  257  instances*

During  the  year  there  was  only  one  change  in  the  Health  Visiting 
Service  to  the  Wortley  Rural  District  Mrs*  Sidney  resigned  with  effect 
10th  October  and  has  not  been  replaced*,  It  is*  however,  hoped  that  in 
January,  1961  a  new  part-time  assistant  will  be  employed* 

The  Health  Visitors  duties  are  many  and  .varied*  She  is  a  medico- social 
worker  and  one  of  her  most  important  functions  is  the  teaching  of  all  aspects 
of  health  and  the  prevention  of  disease*  She  continues  to  visit  the 
expectant  Mother^,  children  under  5  years  of  age,  the  aged  persons  in  their 
homes,  and  to  supervise  all  homes  where  a  Home  Help  is  employed*  She  is 
responsible  for  the  medico- social  welfare  of  the  families  of  her  area 
including  health  education  in  the  homes,  in  the  Clinics  and  Schools*  She 
is  also  the  link  between  the  home  and  the  Hospital  and  has  close 
contact  with  the  Almoners  and  all  Statutory  and  Voluntary  Organisations* 

She  is  the  person  who  is  able  to  decide  when  other  agencies  are  needed  to 
help  in  any  special  problem*  She  also  has  duties  in  the  School  Health 
Service;  she  carries  out  hygiehe  surveys  and  is  present  at  School  Medical 
Inspections,  and  visits  the  homes  of  Schoolchildren  when  individual  advice 
is  needed*  As  mentioned  last  year  in  the  report  a  high  proportion  of  her 
time  is  devoted  to  the  old  people* 

Another  duty  of  the  Health  Visitor  is  to  carry  out  the  elementary  test 
for  Phenylketonuria  in  the  young  infant,  preferably  at  three  weeks,  and 
certainly  before  the  child  reaches  six  weeks*  Phenylketonuria  is  an  inherited 
disease  of  the  metabolism,  the  real  trouble  being  that  there  is  a  lack  of 
natural  internal  secretion  (or  enzyme)  which  disposes  of  the  excess 
Phenylalanine  absorbed  into  the  body  in  excess  of  the  body!s  requirements* 

An  excess  of  Phenylalanine  in  the  blood  produces  an  interference  with  brain 
development  and  this  may  vary  in  degree*  Phenylalanine  is  excreted  in  the 
urine  and  because  of  this  it  can  be  traced  in  the  urine  by  a  simple  chemical 
test  which  can  be  carried  out  at  once  by  the  Health  Visitor  during  a  visit  of 
the  Health  Visitor  to  the  home,  or  the  baby  to  the  Clinic*  It  is  not  a 
frequent  condition  in  this  Country,  and  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  in  his  report  of  1959 ,  estimates  that  the  proportion  is 
about  one  in  every  50,000  of  the  population* 

We  are  interested  in  the  early  ascertainment  of  this  condition,  and  as 
from  the  1st  March  all  children  are  subjected  to  the  test,  which  is  carried 
out  by  applying  Phenistix  to  a  fresh  sample  of  urine*  A  result  is  obtained 
at  once  and  if  there  is  any  suspicion  at  all  about  it  being  positive  the 
General  practitioner  is  contacted  and,  if  need  be,  further  investigation  is 
carried  out  at  the  Laboratory*  The  urgency  of  the  matter  is  that  the 
sooner  the  child  is  put  on  to  a  controlled  diet  and  intake  of  food  regime 
the  chances  are  that  mental  retardation  will  be  limited* 

We  have  had  excellent  co-operation  from  all  the  Mothers  in  the  Wortley 
Rural  District  during  the  year,  and  only  one  refused  to  have  the  baby  undergo 
the  test*  In  one  other  case  there  was  a  suspicion  about  the  result,  and 
after  Laboratory  investigation  the  case  was  proved  to  be  negative* 


This  is  an  interesting  duty  which  has  devolved  on  the  Health  Visitor, 
and  from  reports  I  have  received  it  would  appear  that  the  parents  of  the 
children  are  extremely  interested  and  the  whole  exercise  has  been  another 
opportunity  to  teach  positive  health  and  interest  the  parents  in  the 
general  health  and  welfare  of  the  children <, 

Tuberculosis  home  visiting,  consisting  of  the  investigation  of  each 
notified  case  of  Tuberculosis  and  the  follow-up  of  all  contacts  of  the  case, 
is  undertaken  by  a  full-time  Tuberculosis  Visitor,  who  in  addition  undertakes 
a  certain  amount  of  the  routine  visits  to  Tubercular  families 0 

During  the  year  the  Health  Visitors  made  13,880  visits  to  the  homes  in 
the  Wortley  Rural  District,  as  compared  with  13,051  the  previous  ye ar0

During  the  year  there  were  two  changes  in  Midwifery  staff G  Mrsc  Nagel, 

the  Midwife  for  Colley  Estate,  resigned  with  effect  5th  October,  and  despite 
advertising  in  the  National  and  Local  Press  the  vacancy  "was  not  filled  during 
the  yearQ  The  other  change  was  that  Mrsc  Quirk,  who  was  the  Relief  Midwife 
for  the  Division,  was  appointed  County  Relief  Midwife  and  took  up  her  duties 
in  April  following  her  return  to  duty  from  sick  leave 0  The  extra  burden  of 

the  work  was  carried  out  by  other  Midwives  in  the  Division,  and  through 
their  efforts  the  service  was  maintained,  and  also  the  off-duty 0 

The  Midwives,  in  addition  to  giving  a  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service, 
attend  the  Ante-natal  Clinics,  demonstrate  relaxation  exercises  to  expectant 
Mothers  and  give  group  talks  in  the  Ante-natal  Classes0  They  also  give 
ante-natal  care  in  the  homes  of  the  expectant  Mother sc  All  the  Midwives  in 

the  Wortley  Rural  District  are  mobile  and  provide  a  quick,  effective  service 0 


They  are  qualified  to  administer  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia*  and  have  the 
necessary  equipment 0  During  the  year  they  attended  251  confinements* 

227  as  Midwives  and  24  as  Maternity  Nurses 0  This  includes  the  cases 
attended  by  the  Relief  Midwives  in  other  parts  of  the  Division*, 

In  connection  with  the  Midwifery  Service  we  have  amongst  our 
equipment  a  Sorrento  Cot*  Specially  designed  for  a  weakly  child,  either 
premature  or  weak  following  a  difficult  delivery 0  This  Cot  is  equipped 
with  Blankets*  Hot  Water  Bottles*  Special  Feeding  Equipment  and  an  Oxygen 
Tent0  We  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Ambulance  Service  that  the  Cot  is 
kept  in  their  Depot*  so  that  it  is  immediately  available  when  required, 
night  or  day0 

During  the  year  this  Cot  was  used  twice  in  the  Wortley  Rural  District* 
the  Midwife  considering  that  there  was  a  danger  to  the  baby’s  life  if  left 
to  ordinary  care*  and  it  is  very  satisfying  to  report  that  in  both  instances 
the  babies  made  good  progress  and  are  now  thriving  very  well,, 

All  the  Midwives  employed  in  the  district  were  given  training  in  the

The  Home  Nursing  staff  remained  unchanged  in  the  Wortley  area  during 
I960,  and  was  up  to  establishment  Mrse  Genders  and  Mrs0  Moore  gave  relief 
in  those  areas  where  it  was  needed 0  As  reported  last  year,  all  the  Nurses 
are  mobile  and  provide  an  effective,  quick  service 0  There  continues  to  be 
a  close  liaison  between  the  General  Practitioners  and  the  Home  Nurses  who 
work  under  their  directionc  The  Nurses  carry  out  all  nursing  duties  in  the 
patients8  homes  and  are  well  receivedG  In  addition  they  advise  on  any 
difficulties  within  the  family,  particularly  with  reference  to  those  problems 
produced  by  illness 0  During  the  year  they  made  a  total  of  20,135  visits0

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE, 

During  I960  a  total  of  80,324  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided  in  the 
Wortley  Rural  District,  an  increase  of  5*296  as  compared  with  1959o  In  all 
94  Domestic  Helps  were  employed,  attending  376  cases,  compared  with  the  1959 
figures  of  99  Domestic  Helps  and  336  cases0  Of  the  total  of  376  cases  232

Once  again  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  general  cases  over  the  age  of  65  years*  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
number  of  Domestic  Help  hours  allocated 0  Although  more  cases  have  been 
attended,  less  Domestic  Helps  have  serviced  these  cases  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year0 

It  must  be  stressed  again  that  this  is  an  essential  service  for  the  care 
of  the  aged,  as  it  helps  them  to  remain  in  their  own  homes,  when  otherwise 
some,  due  to  increasing  infirmity,  would  have  to  go  into  Part  III  accommodation 
or  into  Hospital „ 

It  is  still  hoped  that  neighbours  and  relatives  will  provide  additional 
help  to  the  old  people  as  our  service  provides  only  for  immediate  needs* 

The  relative  and  neighbour  must  still  prevent  loneliness  and  help  with  some 
of  the  household  duties 0 

In  the  district  the  number  of  families  receiving  help  from  the  Domestic 
Help  Service  during  confinements  increased  by  7o  Most  maternity  cases  receive 
84  Domestic  Help  hours  over  a  period  of  two  weeks  during  the  confinement,, 

This  is  based,  of  course,  in  each  individual  case  on  needo 

The  Home  Helps  give  much  help  to  the  aged  person  outside  the  scope  of 
this  service,  and  take  a  personal  interest  in  their  cases * 

As  I  did  in  my  report  for  1959,  I  am  giving  the  following  statistics 
for  the  whole  of  the  Division0 

During  I960  in  this  Division,  with  a  population  of  approximately  89,000, 
a  total  of  131,66?  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided 0  Of  those  4,461  (3%) 
were  provided  for  maternity  work,  3&1  (0*3%)  for  Tuberculosis  cases, 

6,927  (5%)  for  Chronic  Sick  under  65  years,  4,716  ( 3 %)  for  other 
miscellaneous  cases,  and  115,182  (88%)  for  Chronic  Sick  and  aged  over  65 
yearso  This  gives  a  statistical  picture  of  the  extent  of  the  increase  in 
the  Service  compared  with  the  year  1959 0 

The  cost  of  this  Service  in  wages  was  £23,794°  0°  0°  which  with 
employers8  proportion  of  National  Insurance  of  £l,902o  0o  0o  made  a  total 
of  £25, 696o  0o  0o  paid  by  the  Local  Health  Authority 0  During  the  same  period 
there  was  recovered  from  the  applicants  the  sum  of  £773°  0o  0„  leaving  a  nett 
cost  of  the  Service  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  for  this  Division  of 
£24, 923 o  Qo  0c 

Just  as  our  Home  Help  Service  is  intended  to  relieve  the  Housewife  from 
the  domestic  routine  in  times  of  difficulty,  so  we  hope  that  it  may  in  the 
case  of  the  elderly  persons  delay  their  admission  to  Part  III  accommodation0 
It  is  much  better  all  round  to  have  the  elderly  remain  in  their  own  homes, 
and  to  this  end  the  County  Council,  under  Section  126  of  the  Local  Government 
Act,  1948,  have  made  contributions  to  District  Councils  for  special 
facilities  to  be  provided  for  elderly  people  in  selected  groups  of  dwellings 
on  Council  Estates0  I  reported  last  year  that  in  1959  one  group  of  32 
units,  complete  with  Warden,  was  established  in  Grenoside,  and  that  another 
group,  with  12  units,  was  put  into  operation  in  Chapel townc  Early  in  I960 
this  Burner oss  group  was  completed,  with  a  total  of  30  units,  and  a  Warden

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  I960. 


SANITARY  circumstances. 

This  part  of  the  Report  prepared  by  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector, 


RAINFALL. 

The  total  rainfall  during  the  year  measured  on  the  gauge  at  the  rear 
of  the  Council  Offices  was  40,58  inches  which  is  substantially  higher  than 
the  figure  of  23.44  inches  for  1959. 

The  average  rainfall  for  the  25  years  preceding  1952  was  28.47  inches. 
The  siting  of  the  gauge  was  changed  from  the  Ecclesfield  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  to  the  present  site  during  1952  and  figures  were  incomplete  for  that 
year.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  past  8  years  is  30.376  inches. 

The  heaviest  monthly  fall  occurred  in  October  when  7.09  inches  were 
recorded  compared  with  the  December  1959  high  of  4.69  inches.  The  lowest 
monthly  recording  occurred  in  June  (1.09  inches)  compared  with  a  nil  record 
for  September  1959. 

During  the  five  months  May  to  September  1959  the  total  rainfall  was 
only  4.42  inches  compared  with  a  figure  of  14.35  inches  for  the  same  period 
in  the  year  under  review. 

The  extremely  heavy  rainfall  experienced  during  the  year  should  have 
substantially  rectified  the  unsatisfactory  position  created  by  the  heavy 
demands  made  on  surface  and  underground  water  supplies  during  the  serious 
drought  in  1959. 

WATER  SUPPLY.

Characteristics  of  Supplies 0 
lo  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks,, 

The  total  number  of  houses  supplied  from  this  undertaking  is  11,865 
equivalent  to  82*37%  of  all  houses  on  a  mains  supply* 

The  supply  originates  from  moorland  gathering  grounds  which  import 
acid  characteristics  which  are  neutralised  as  part  of  the  purification 
process o  The  water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  by  the  addition  of 
chlorine  or  chlorine  and  ammonia  depending  on  the  natural  ammonia  content 
of  the  impounded  water  before  discharge  into  the  trunk  mains* 

2o  Wortley  RoP,,  CQgs  Bradfield  Supply  0 

This  supply  served  1,762  houses  at  the  year  end  representing  slightly 
more  than  12 %  of  the  total  houses  on  mains  supply* 

The  supply  originates  from  springs  and  boreholes  located  at  Hallbroom 
The  chemical  characteristics  of  the  water  supplied  fluctuate  according  to 
the  relative  quantities  of  spring  and  borehole  water  used0  The  spring 
water  is  naturally  soft  and  slightly  acid  in  character  and  the  borehole 
water  fairly  hard  some  of  the  hardness  being  temporary  and  therefore 
removable  by  boilingc 

As  the  bacteriological  quality  of  the  spring  water  is  subject  to 
fluctuation,  particularly  during  wet  weather  following  periods  of  drought, 
chlorination  is  carried  out  at  the  head  works 0  This  is  particularly 
important  in  view  of  the  limited  storage  facilities  available e  The 
supply  was  sampled  at  Stannington  and  Worrall  weekly  throughout  the  period 
under  review* 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  and  approved  the  carrying  out 
of  substantial  works  of  improvement  to  the  water  undertaking* 

Difficulties  arose  on  the  financial  implications  of  the  scheme  and  further 
consideration  of  the  matter  was  deferred  for  the  time  being* 

3o  Wharncliffe  Estates  Company  Waterworks 0 

The  Wharncliffe  Supply  is  from  an  impounding  reservoir  located  near 
the  village  of  Wortley  and  serves  566  houses  within  the  rural  district 
representing  approximately  IS  of  the  total  houses  on  a  mains  supply* 

The  water  passes  through  pressure  filters  before  entering  the 
distribution  mains*  Bart  of  the  area  of  distribution  is  affected  by 
mining  subsidence  and  interruptions  of  the  supply  have  occurred  on 
several  occasions  during  the  year*  The  Company  propose  to  lay  an 
additional  main  to  the  Pilley  Green  area  in  order  to  preserve  the 
continuity  of  supply  in  the  event  of  future  fractures  in  the  vulnerable 
main  which  is  at  present  the  sole  means  of  supply* 


4®  Deame  Valley  Water  Boardo 

The  number  of  houses  receiving  a  supply  from  this  source  is  100 
representing  less  than  1%  of  the  total  houses  on  a  mains  supply *  The 
service  area  is  on  the  Hoyland  Common  fringe  of  the  district*  The 
supply  is  a  mixture  of  borehole  and  impounding  reservoir  water,  the 
latter  being  supplied  to  the  Board  by  Sheffield  Corporation  Waterworks* 

5.  Barnsley  Corporation  Waterworks 0 

Water  from  the  Corporation’s  impounding  reservoir  at  Upper  Midhope 
passes  through  the  Bradfield,  Wortley  and  Tanker sley  parishes  en  route 
to  Barnsley*  Fourteen  houses  at  Midhope stones  and  one  at  lower  Wortley 
are  supplied  direct  from  the  main*  Sixty  houses  at  Tanker sley  are 
supplied  from  the  same  source  but  from  Worsborough  mains  by  agreement 
with  the  Urban  District  Council 0  The  number  of  houses  supplied  is 

equivalent  to  0*5%  of  the  total  served  by  mains  supplies* 

6*  Whitley  Estate  Private  Supply* 

This  supply  is  impounded  spring  water  originally  serving  the  houses 
on  the  Whitley  Hall  Estate*  The  number  of  houses  on  the  supply  is  now 
29  including  the  hamlet  of  Whitley  and  cottages  at  Wood  End  and  Middleton 
Green*  There  are  several  farms  on  the  supply  and  during  prolonged  dry 
periods  shortages  occur* 

There  was  no  particular  difficulty  in  this  respect  during  I960* 

7 e  Penistone  RSD0C0  Supply* 

Seven  cottages  in  the  Low  Forge  and  Crane  Moor  parts  of  the  Wortley 
Parish  are  supplied  with  water  from  the  penistone  mains* 

The  356  houses  in  the  district  which  are  not  served  by  the  above 
undertakings  are  located  in  the  scattered  parts  of  the  Bradfield  (300), 
Ecclesfield  (36)  and  Wortley  ((20)  Parishes,  and  are  served  by  local  private 
supplies  which  with  very  few  exceptions  are  piped  to  the  dwellings* 

Sufficiency  and  Purity  of  Supplies* 

There  were  no  difficulties  experienced  during  the  year  in  respect  of 
sufficiency  of  supply* 

The  total  number  of  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
was  112,  and  sampling  of  the  Halibroom  supply  accounted  for  102  of  these.

A  decision  to  proceed  with  the  scheme  with  some  capital  contribution  from

The  improvement  of  water  supplies  in  the  district  has  progressed 
steadily  during  the  past  few  years  both  in  respect  of  mains  extensions 
and  private  installations 0  There  now  remains  very  limited  scope  for 

mains  extension  at  reasonable  cost  and  further  progress  must  therefore 
lie  principally  in  the  direction  of  improving  the  collection  and  storage 
arrangements  associated  with  private  supplies 0 

The  use  of  improvement  grants  to  deal  with  water  supply  problems 
and  at  the  same  time  provide  modern  sanitation  could  be  the  means  of 
achieving  such  progress 0 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL^ 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  district  at  the  year  end  was  14,760 
and  of  this  number,  13,600  were  connected  to  one  or  other  of  the  established 
sewerage  systems 0  These  figures  represent  92$  connected  to  sewers 0 

The  sewage  from  all  sewered  parts  of  the  Ecclesfield  Parish  except 
Thorpe  Hesley  and  Whitley,  from  the  Wadsley,  Worrall,  Oughtibridge,  Loxley 
and  Stannington  parts  of  the  Bradfield  P&rish,  and  from  the  Warren  part  of 
the  Tankersley  Parish,  discharges  ultimately  into  the  Sheffield  sewerage 
systenio  The  total  number  of  houses  involved  is  12,544  equivalent  to  92$ 
of  the  total  houses  in  the  district  connected  to  sewers <> 

So  far  as  the  remainder  of  the  Ecclesfield  Parish  is  concerned,  the 
sewage  from  Thorpe  Hesley  discharges  into  works  administered  by  Rotherham 
Corporation  outside  our  boundary,  and  the  houses  at  Whitley  drain  to  a 
small  local  works  operated  by  the  Council 0 

In  the  Bradfield  Parish  the  Wharncliffe  Side  sewage  is  dealt  with  at 
local  works  also  administered  by  the  Council,  and  in  the  Tankersley  Parish 
the  sewage  from  Tankersley,  Bird well  and  pilley  is  similarly  dealt  withe 

The  Hoy land  Common  part  of  the  Tankersley  Parish  drains  to  the  Hoy land 
Nether  U„D0C*s  worksc 

In  the  Wortley  Parish,  the  houses  in  the  village  of  Wortley  which  is 
located  on  a  ridge,  discharge  to  disposal  points  on  the  east  and  west  side 
of  the  village o 

The  remaining  1,160  dwellings  which  are  remote  from  sewers  are  served 
by  small  joint  systems  or  individual  disposal  arrangements0 
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The  largest  unsewered  areas  are  in  the  Bradfield  Parish  at  Dungworth, 
Storrs,  High  and  Low  Bradfield,  Midhope  and  Hollowmeadows,  and  in  the  Wortley 
Parish  at  Howbrook*  There  are  no  schemes  in  progress  at  present  for  the 
sewering  of  these  areas 0  A  sewage  disposal  works  has  been  constructed  at 

Dungworth  to  serve  recent  Council  housing  development  and  these  works  are 
sited  and  arranged  so  that  they  can  be  enlarged  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from 
the  village*. 

Further  details  of  sewage  disposal  arrangements  are  set  out  in  the 
following  tables- 
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During  the  year,  consideration  was  given  by  the  Council  to  the 
reconstruction  and  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  at  Whamcliffe  Side 
which  are  overloaded,  and  to  the  reconstruction  of  the  disposal  works  at 
Pilley  which  have  suffered  subsidence  damage 0 

Planning  approval  was  received  in  connection  with  both  schemes 
during  the  year0  Progress  with  the  Wharncliffe  Side  scheme  is  dependent 
on  the  acquisition  of  adjoining  land* 

Some  investigation  was  also  carried  out  in  respect  of  the  disposal 
arrangements  for  the  easterly  side  of  Wortley  villagec  It  was  decided 
finally  that  no  action  be  taken  in  respect  of  this  matter0 

Sewer  extensions  were  confined  generally  to  the  requirements  of  new 
development*.

A  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  operated  entirely  by  direct 
labour  to  deal  with  house  refuse  from  the  14,760  dwellings  in  the  district, 
and  in  addition  from  schools,  hospitals,  works  canteens,  business  premises 
and  moveable  dwellings 0  Non-medical  refuse  is  removed  daily  during  the 
working  week  from  the  Middlewood  Hospital  which  has  a  resident  population  of 
2,176  personso 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  except  for  suitable  types  of  waste 
paper,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals  and  textiles  which  are  sorted  and 
prepared  as  necessary  for  disposal  through  trade  channels0

No  rate  borne  service  is  operated  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  but  in 
suitable  cases  arrangements  are  made  for  the  use  of  the  Council *s  mechanically 
operated  gully /cesspool  emptier  on  a.  rechargeable  cost  basise 

The  collection  service  schedule  was  generally  well  maintained  but 
difficulties  occurred  from  time  to  time  due  to  staff  shortages  arising  from 
sickness  and  holiday  periods0 

The  weather  conditions  were  generally  favourable  during  the  year  and  there 
was  no  necessity  to  suspend  collection  at  any  timec 
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Owing  to  increasing  housing  development  particularly  in  the  Chapeltovn 
and  Grenoside  parts  of  the  district  some  re-organisation  of  the  service  became 
necessary  and  was  brought  into  operation  at  the  beginning  of  the  year*  This 
involved  introducing  a  new  team  to  operate  in  the  Grenoside  and  Wortley  parts 
of  the  district. 

The  maximum  number  of  men  employed  on  collection  at  any  one  time  was 
43  >  10  of  whom  were  loader-drivers  * 

The  number  of  vacancies  arising  during  the  year  was  3*  Vacancies  were 
advertised  and  the  response  varied  substantially  according  to  the  position  at 
the  particular  time  in  relation  to  employment  in  other  local  industries.  The 
service  was  up  to  full  establishment  at  the  year  end. 

Towards  the  year  end  national  agreement  was  reached  regarding  the 
reduction  of  the  working  week  for  Council  workmen  from  44  hours  to  4 2  hours 
to  operate  from  2nd  January,  1961.

The  total  number  of  vehicles  engaged  regularly  on  refuse  collection  was 
10 o  In  addition  two  other  vehicles  were  available  for  standby  and  salvage 
purposes* 

Two  new  Dennis  10  cu*yd*  vehicles  were  ordered  to  replace  S*  &  D*  Freighters 
which  have  been  in  service  since  1947  and  are  now  outmoded*  Unfortunately  the 
supply  position  deteriorated  during  the  year  and  the  new  vehicles  had  not  been 
delivered  by  the  year  end* 

Owing  to  the  rapidly  changing  character  of  the  refuse  produced  in  the 
district  it  will  be  necessary  in  future  to  consider  the  acquisition  of  larger 
bodied  vehicles  preferably  incorporating  some  form  of  compression  device  in 
order  to  handle  economically  the  bulky  type  of  material  requiring  removal* 

The  development  of  smoke  control  areas  will  of  course  tend  to  aggravate  this 
problem*

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The  vehicle  fleet  has  been  maintained  and  repaired  at  the  depot  at 
Chapel town0  This  garage  is  rather  cramped  but  well  equipped  and  a  mechanic 

and  apprentice  are  fully  employed  on  the  work0  In  addition  to  the  vehicles 
previously  referred  to,  the  Bray  Loader  used  on  refuse  disposal,  and  the  van 
used  by  the  Rodent  and  General  Operative,  are  also  serviced  in  the  depot 0 
A  limited  amount  of  plant  repair  work  is  also  involved 0 

Apart  from  new  vehicle  body  construction  and  restricted  specialist  works

The  first  stage  in  the  development  of  the  central  depot  scheme  was 
completed  during  the  year  providing  suitable  garage  accommodation  for  10 
vehicle So  The  full  scheme,  which  should  be  completed  in  1961,  will  provide 

an  additional  four  garages  specially  constructed  to  house  larger  vehicles,  a 
vehicle  repair  section  and  a  paper  baling  depot 0  All  Health  Department 

vehicles  will  then  be  garaged  together  for  the  first  time  and  there  will  be 
every  opportunity  to  operate  an  efficient  and  economic  service0

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The  Council  own  additional  land  at  Myers  Lane,  Loxley,  which  will  be 
brought  into  use  when  the  Long  Lane  Tip  is  filled  sometime  in  1962* 

Control  of  the  tips  is  achieved  primarily  by  the  use  of  a  Bray  Four 
Wheel  Drive  Shovel  which  has  given  excellent  service  during  the  past  two 
years*  One  tipman  is  employed  in  addition  to  the  shovel  driver 0 

Apart  from  the  vastly  improved  control  which  can  now  be  exercised  it 
has  also  been  possible  to  re-assess  the  "life”  of  the  tips  on  the  basis  of 
a  much  longer  period  of  usefulness 0  This  is  possible  because  covering 

material  is  excavated  on  the  site  instead  of  bringing  it  from  elsewhere  and 
thereby  taking  up  valuable  tipping  space0  Better  consolidation  is  also 
achieved,, 

The  land  available  for  tipping  already  in  the  Council 8  s  ownership  should 
be  adequate  to  meet  reasonably  assessable  requirements  for  a  substantial  periodo 

Tip  fires  continue  to  occur  frequently  principally  due  to  the  deposit  of 
hot  ash  in  the  dustbins  shortly  before  the  refuse  is  colie cted*  The 

controlling  of  these  fires  is  usually  a  short  and  simple  opera tion0 

Welfare  Facilities, 

There  have  been  no  changes  during  the  year  in  the  welfare  facilities 
provided  for  refuse  collection  and  disposal  personnel  <> 

Protective  clothing  is  provided  in  the  form  of  overalls  (2  pairs  per 
annum),  overcoats  (biennially),  gloves  (as  required),  gum  boots  as  required 
for  men  working  in  privy  middens 0  Soap  is  supplied  for  hand  washing  and  all 

vehicle  cabs  are  of  the  ^double”  type  so  that  all  personnel  in  each  team  can 
ride,  shelter  and  take  refreshment  under  cover  as  and  when  required * 

Limited  welfare  provision  will  be  made  in  the  new  depot  as  the  workmen 
are  permitted  to  go  home  straight  from  the  tips  when  the  last  loads  have  been 
disposed  of  and  only  the  vehicle  drivers  normally  return  to  the  depot0 

Costing* 

The  nett  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  during  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
I960,  was  £30,114°  9°  Id* 

Income  from  salvage  is  not  taken  into  account  in  the  calculation  of 
costing  statistics*, 

The  cost' of  the  service  in  the  year  under  review  was  £2,823°  14o  2d*, 
higher  than  for  the  preceding  year  (£27,290o  14°  lido)*, 

This  increase  is  accounted  for  principally  by  the  cost  of  a  new  vehicle 
purchased  out  of  revenue  (£1,650);  increased  loan  charges  (£639);  and 
increased  wages,.  (£450)  0 

The  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  is  estimated  at  16,000  tons*,  Utilising  a 
population  figure  of  48,650,  the  number  of  houses  as  14*760,  the  rateable  value

The  commodities  salvaged  and  disposed  of  during  I960  comprised  waste 
paper,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals,  and  textiles 0 

The  total  weight  of  waste  paper  disposed  of  was  28 2^-  tons  an  average 
of  nearly  5^  tons  per  week0  Apart  from  the  financial  return  from  the  sale 
of  waste  paper,  the  adva.nta.ges  of  excluding  this  bulky  inflammable  material 
from  tips  thereby  helping  to  reduce  fire  hazard  and  also  prolonging  the  life 
of  the  tip  must  be  taken  into  account  in  assessing  the  true  value  of  salvage 

operations,, 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposing  of  all  salvaged  waste  paper 
but  it  is  unfortunate  that  many  cardboard  containers  are  not  acceptable  to 
the  re-pulping  mills  on  account  of  the  use  of  bituminous  membranes  otherwise 
recovery  would  be  substantially  increased 0  The  increasing  use  of  plastic 
material  is  also  likely  to  further  restrict  salvage  operations 0 

Towards  the  year  end  there  was  an  increased  demand  for  ferrous  scrap 
including  the  lighter  grade s„

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  anticipated  new  legislation  to  deal  with  the  caravan  problem  was 
introduced  at  the  end  of  July  in  the  form  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act  I960.  The  definition  of  "caravan”  in  the  Act  is  fairly 
wide  but  it  should  be  possible  by  means  of  licensing  conditions  to  control 
the  type  of  caravan  to  be  permitted  on  new  sites.  Tents  and  structures  not 
coming  within  the  scope  of  the  definition  will  continue  to  be  dealt  with 
under  the  provisions  of  the  public  Health  Act  1936« 

One  of  the  principal  features  of  the  new  Act  is  the  introduction  of 
planning  approval  as  a  pre-requisite  to  the  issue  of  a  site  licence.  There 
are  stiff  penalties  for  using  land  without  a  licence  or  contravening 
licensing  conditions. 

Licensing. 

(a)  Existing  Sites. 

Where  existing  sites  have  planning  permission  the  issue  of  a  site 
licence  is  obligatory  and  safeguards  in  the  form  of  conditions  may  be 
incorporated  in  the  licence.  The  licence  is  only  operative  for  the 
period  of  planning  permission  and  discretion  is  therefore  necessary  in 
the  framing  of  the  conditions.  Where  the  site  has  no  planning 
permission,  an  application  under  planning  must  be  submitted  and  approved 
before  a  licence  can  be  issued.  Consultation  between  the  planning  and 
local  authorities  is  essential  in  such  cases.  If  the  site  is 
considered  to  be  unsuitable  the  Minister  may  issue  a  direction  for  the 
running  down  of  the  site.  The  Minister  has  formulated  Model  Standards 
for  residential  and  holiday  sites.  Application  of  the  full  model 
standards  is  only  considered  advisable  where  planning  permission  is 
unconditional  or  where  approval  is  for  a  minimum  period  of  15  years. 

(b)  New  Sites. 


Where  planning  applications  for  new  sites  are  approved  the  full 
model  standards  should  be  applied  in  the  licensing. conditions. 

A  register  of  licensed  sites  is  required  to  be  kept  by  the  local 
authority  and  to  be  made  available  for  inspection. 
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Exemptions* 

There  are  conditional  licensing  exemptions  in  respect  of  certain 
caravanning  organisations*  travelling  showmen,  building  and  engineering 
operatives  and  agricultural  and  forestry  workers*  Sites  used  for  caravans 
staying  for  not  more  than  two  nights,  holdings  of  five  acres  or  more  used  by 
not  more  than  3  caravans  for  a  limited  period,  and  sites  within  the  curtilage 
of  a  dwelling  are  also  conditionally  exempted* 

Local  Authority  Sites* 

Local  authorities  are  empowered  to  provide  residential  and  recreational 
caravan  sites  and  to  make  reasonable  charges*  Powers  also  extend  to  taking 
over  existing  sites  but  not  to  the  provision  of  “caravans* 

Appeals* 

There  are  rights  of  appeal  against  conditions  embodied  in  licences  and 
the  appeal  procedure  also  extends  to  conditions  imposed  when  licences  are 
varied  up  or  down* 

The  new  legislation  appears  to  offer  reasonable  prospects  for  more 
efficient  control  of  residential  caravanning  but  it  is  as  yet  too  early  to 
form  a  considered  opinion* 

A  survey  of  caravan  sites  in  the  district  was  carried  out  during 
August*  The  number  of  sites  in  use  was  60*  36  of  these  were  residential, 

6  residential  and  recreational,  and  18  purely  recreational*  Further  details

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Liaison  and  exchange  of  information  with  neighbouring  authorities  has 
been  maintained  through  Workable  Area  Committees.  This  Council  are  associated 
on  such  a  Committee  with  the  authorities  in  the  Sheffield,  Barnsley,  Rotherham 
and  Doncaster  areas.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION q 

Measurement 0 

The  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  a  matter  receiving  special 
consideration  by  the  appropriate  section  of  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research* 

The  value  of  the  standard  measurement  gauges  which  have  been  in  use  for 
so  long  in  this  country  are  being  re-assessed  prior  to  the  inauguration  of  a 
National  Survey 0 

The  measurement  of  sulphur  in  the  atmosphere  by  the  lead  peroxide  gauge 
is  now  considered  to  have  great  limitations  and  to  be  of  only  limited  local 
value o 


The  deposit  gauge  which  measures  the  heavier  particles  settling  out  from 
the  atmosphere  is  also  considered  to  be  useful  only  to  provide  local 
informa, ti on  such  as  pollution  from  a  particular  source* 

Both  these  measurement  methods  have  therefore  been  rejected  for 
National  Survey  purposes* 

The  combined  smoke  filter  and  volumetric  SO  recorder  is  the  instrument 
which  is  considered  to  be  of  most  value  and  its  extended  use  is  recommended 0 

The  Health  Department  has  during  the  year  operated  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council 

(a)  A  lead  peroxide  gauge  at  Hailwood  Hospital 0 

(b)  A  deposit  gauge  also  at  Hailwood  Hospital,  and 

(c)  A  smoke  filter  at  the  Council  Offices* 

The  smoke  filter  is  not  at  present  combined,  with  a  sulphur-di- oxide 
volumetric  instrument  but  the  additional  equipment  is  likely  to  be  added  in 
1961 o  This  instrument  requires  daily  attention,  an  electricity  supply  to 
work  the  pump  motor  and  careful  siting  to  avoid  damage  to  the  apparatus  and 
also  to  ensure  that  the  air  filtered  is  a  fair  sample 0  Whilst  therefore 
additional  recording  points  would  be  most  useful,  their  establishment  presents 
problems  difficult  to  solve 0 
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The  instruments  at  present  in  use  have  now  been  in  operation  for  9  years 
and  monthly  measurements  for  I960  together  with  annual  measurements  for  the 
previous  8  years  are  set  out  in  the  following  table j-

This  Order  covering  an  area  of  23  acres  with  Council  house 
development  in  progress  and  expected  to  total  260  houses  was  confirmed 
on  the  25th  November  1958*  and  became  operative  on  the  1st  September 
1959*  During  I960  there  was  no  cause  to  take  action  in  respect  of 
contravention  of  the  Order 0 

2 o  Grenoside  (Penistone  Road)  Smoke  Control  Order  1959o 


This  Order  covered  an  area  of  24'2  acres*  The  number  of  existing 
properties  was  28  comprising  25  dwellings  (6  Council)  and  3  commercial 
premises  including  the  Council  Offices*  The  ronainder  of  the  land  was 
under  development  as  a  private  housing  estate  with  an  ultimate  estimated 
total  of  200  houses*  The  Order  was  confirmed  on  the  28th  January  I960 
and  became  operative  on  the  1st  August  I960*  There  was  some  slight 
delay  in  completion  of  conversion  works  but  the  area  is  now  operating 
sa ti sfa  ctorily  * 

Orders  Not  Operative* 

3<>  Oughtibridge  Smoke  Control  Order  1959* 

This  Order  covers  an  area  of  approximately  300  acres  including  all 
the  houses  in  Oughti bridge  village  and  land  which  is  likely  to  be 
developed  on  the  perimeter*  The  number  of  existing  houses  was  718 
(154  Council)  together  with  4  industrial*  25  commercial  and  13 
miscellaneous  premises*  The  Oughtibridge  Silica  Firebrick  Company's 
works  are  included  in  the  Area  but  the  brick  kilns  are  automatically 
exempted  from  the  operation  of  the  Order* 

There  was  an  appeal  against  the  Order  in  the  form  of  a  petition 
signed  by  100  residents  and  a  local  inquiry  was  held*  The  Order  was 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  on  the  30th  September  I960  and  the  date  of 
operation  will  be  1st  September  1961* 

Substantial  works  of  conversion  are  involved  in  this  case  but  the 
experience  already  obtained  in  connection  with  the  smaller  areas  should 
be  of  invaluable  assistance  in  bringing  the  Oughtibridge  Order  into 
smooth  operation* 
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4*  __Chapeltown  (Bracken  Hill)  Smoke  Control  Order  I960, 


This  Order  covers  an  area  of  112  acres,  the  easterly  boundary  being 
contiguous  with  the  land  covered  by  the  Burn  cross  Order*  There  are  101 
existing  houses  and  much  of  the  remaining  land  is  to  be  developed  for 
housing  principally  by  private  enterprise*  The  first  stage  of  this 
development  is  in  progress  and  will  result  in  the  erection  of  112  private 
houses*  The  Order  was  not  confirmed  at  the  year  end  but  is  expected  to 
operate  towards  the  end  of  1961* 

The  gas,  electricity 'and  solid  fuel  organisations  have  been  most  helpful 
in  the  development  of  these  areas* 

Uni or  Luna  Lely  there  has  been  no  national  solution  to  the  problem  of 
compensation  for  the  loss  of  miner ! s  concessionary  coal  supplies  and  this  is 
proving  a  major  deterrant  to  the  establishment  of  smoke  control  areas  in 
mining  communities* 

Industrial  Smoke, 

The  number  of  factories  in  the  district  where  exempted  processes  are 
carried  out  is  8*  These  comprise  6  brickworks,  1  gas,  coking  and  chemical 
plant,  and  1  chemical  and  steel  works*  In  these  cases  exemptions  are 
limited  to  furnaces  used  in  connection  with  the  processes  mentioned  and 
control  is  exercised  by  the  Alkali  Inspectorate* 

Conditions  in  other  factories  are  generally  satisfactory  although  further 
improvement  is  anticipated  before  the  temporary  exemption  in  relation  to  old  and 
inefficient  equipment  expires  on  /fih  July  1963* 

A  few  complaints  were  received  from  residents  in  respect  of  smoke 
emissions  and  these  were  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken* 

During  the  year  3  notices  were  received  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  3  (3)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  in  respect  of  the  proposed  installation 
of  furnaces  to  use  coal  (1)  and  coke  (2)  as  fuels* 

Liaison  and  Consultation* 

The  Council  have  continued  to  be  represented  on  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air 
Advisory  Council  and  on  the  Barnsley  and  District  Clean  Air  Committee* 
Interesting  problems  have  been  discussed  and  much  useful  information  gained  at 
the  meetings  of  these  bodies*

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The  4  cwts.  of  carcase  and  offal  found  to  be  diseased  or  otherwise  unfit 
for  human  consumption  was  surrendered  by  the  owners  and  was  suitably  disposed 
of.  Removal  of  the  meat  and  offal  was  carried  out  by  Council  transport. 

There  was  a  further  reduction  in  the  total  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  district  and  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  amount  of  offal 
condemned . 

The  average  quality  of  the  animals  slaughtered  was  excellent. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  declined  rapidly  in  both  cattle  and 
pigs  during  the  past  two  years  and  there  is  every  indication  that  in  the  not 
too  distant  future  this  disease  in  food  animals  will  be  completely  eradicated.
